The Feedlnc That Js >'ec«§«arj^-ln Order 


To Make tbe Best Beef. 


It is not tho heaviest not the fattest 


animal that should bring the highest 
price for the butcher's block,butithat an- 
imal giving the largest per cent, of lean 
meat to live weight 
Such an animal 


will always contain fat enough with the 
meat liber to make it palatable, juicy 
and nourishing. The fat parts of beaf 
cattle or mutton sheep aro little used 
as human food. Hence tho crttcral«e»t 
must ever be the greatest proportion 
of lean nieat-(muscle)- to the carcass. 


It is well known that steers quickly 


fed to fatness on, sweet, flush pasturage 
give the most succulent and finely-flav- 
ored food. 
Why? The relative propor- 


tion of fat and lean is normal. 
Fat 


cows sell for less money per pound 
than steers. 
Why again? The propor- 


tion of fat to lean is greater, as tho 
principal cause, and, as a secondary 
reason, although better flavored than 
that of the bull, tho meat of the cow is 
not so delicate as that of tho steer. 
Ifashion, however, years ago decided 
that a carcass must bo considered in- 
ferior if it did not show immense devel- 
opment of fat, cveu to great patchy 
masses on the outside. It was estab- 
lished in the "good old days" of tallow 
candles, when fat was one of the most 
important parts of the animal. So long 
us fashion demands this feeders must 
cater to it. Indian corn will easily 
make fat. 
Some food, richer in phos- 


phate and nitrogen, however, is re- 
quired with corn, to keep Ihe proportion 
of fat and lean equal. 
If the true rela- 


tion us between fat and loan were uu- 
ilerstood by the buyer this could he pro- 
duced probably cheaper to the consumer 
than I lie monsters of fat so much ad- 
mired al our fat-stock s!.ows. 
Yet so 


long as the feeder and Ir.iyur alike take 
pride in tliese fat-overloaded animals 
there will bo no change. 
The fact, 


however, remains constant: tho last 
lu'o hundred pounds of fat added ID a 
steer, ripe i:i llesh, add only to the cost 
of the succulent lean meat produced. 


One of the results of this fashion has 


been the forcing of breeding cattle until 
they now, through heredity, curly de- 
velop fat abnormally. The yearling a 
mountain of bhibbery f;it is ga/.cd on 
wi;!> wonder. 
Grade Devons and well- 


bred nnlivfi steers, however, continue 
(o iiil tlic eye of the butcher and the 
true ga.stroiuouist. It is so iu England. 
Tiie black cattle, the Devon, and the 
graded Hereford bring tho best prices 
at Sniithlield market. The reaction has 
ulreiuly set iu iu the United Slates to 
the elltx;t that a yearling or a two-year- 
old, however fat, does uot constitute a 
beef animal, and in the ease of that 
wonderful auinuil of bovine deveiop- 
ui-ml, the Short-Horn, serviceable ani- 
mals, even wh.it would be called by 
some breeders "plainly bred"—what the 
seller hoping to get something over a 
hundred dollars for would call "useful" 
— these are coming to have more and 
more advocates year by year. They are 
not wonders of precocious fiitces*, but 
they are nevertheless just tlio animals, 
whatever the breed, that, bought at one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty dol- 
"ars for a bull, will pay one hundred 
per cent, ou the investment to breed 
grades on the common stock of tho 
breeding farmer. 
If they lack some- 


what of early maturity they givo stout 
hearty feeding calves that will mako 
thick-flushed steers and cows of more 
than average goodness aS l!io pail. 
There would seem to be no better time 
for tbe intending purchaser than now 
to enable tho bull to become fully 


wonted" to tho herd before tho breed- 


ing season commences..— Chicago Trib- 
une.

Hundreds of men, women, and even 
oys, in NIMV York aj'o engaged ia tbo 
business" of collecting old boots and. 


.shoes, which they take to tho wall- 
paper factories, where they receive 
from live to fifteen cents per pair. Calf- 
skin boots bring tLo best price, while 
cowhide ones arc not taken at any fig- 
ure. These boots and shoes are first 
soaked in several waters to get tlie dirt 
off, and then the nails and threads are 
removed and the leather is ground up 
into a fine pulp. Then it is pressed 
upon a ground of heavy paper, which 
is to be vised iu the manufacture of 


irjbosscd leather." Fashionable peo- 


ple think they are going away back to 
mcdiu!val limes when they have the 
wall of their libraries and dining-rooms 
covered with this, and remain in bliss- 
ful ignorance that Ijhe shoes and boots 


hidi their neighbors threw in the ash- 


barrel a month before now adorn their 
walls and hang on Uio screens which 
protect their eyes from the lire. Car- 
riage-top makers and book-binders also 
buy old boots and shoes, the former to 
make leather tops for carriages, and tho 
latter leather bindings for "the cheaper 
grade of books. 
The new styles of 


leather frames with leather mats iu 
them are entirely made of the cast-ott 
covering of our feet.—Ar. Y. tilth.

W \suiMvrox, 1). C , November I I . — 


The I'resident gavo an audience yester- 
day to the committee appointed at 
the. 


recent conlcreiicc'at Lake Mohawk, to 
present to him the result of the delibera- 
tions on the Indian question.

J'lsk Leaded the delegation and present- 
ed fie members to tbe (President. Hon. 
K'.islus Brooks, of New York, read an 
nddiess embodying the views of the con- 
ference as to the best method of Improv- 
ing

He reviewed briefly the many difflcoltlog 
encountered in dealing with the question, 
which, he acknowledged, was an Import- 
ant oue, and said the great trou'ile was 
as to tho first practical step to be taken 
toward Improving the condition ol the 
Indians. 
"Shall we give them more 


schools and churches 
and 
agricul- 


tural implements for use ou their reser- 
vations, or shall we deed them lands In 
severalty and leave them to their OWD 
resources" One trouble was to get rid 
of the Influences of tho old chiefs. Then 
again, If we leave tbe Indians to them- 
selves and one becomes hungry a loud 
cry goes up all over tho country that we 
are starving the Indians. How are w« 
to get the ludlans to mingle 
with the 


whites? We certainly can't drive them 
off the reservations. Is it better to keep 
them under tutelage where they are, or 
could their civilization 
be better ac- 


complished 
In 
other 
ways? "The 


question 
Is 
surrounded 
with 


difficulties," 
continued 
the 
Pres- 


ident, "and tbe most important con- 
sldertlon, to my mind, Is: 'What Is the 
most usefnl thing to be done?' " Ue 
said that, while it ralgat not be well for 
Ihe cause to disturb the ludlans Iu their 
presetu homes, be believed tbe reserva- 
tion would ultimately be given to them 
in severally and the Indians thrown on 
their own resources. The President re- 
minded the committee that the cause 
which they htid advocated would require 
years to consummate, but he hoped to 
be able to make a beginning in tbe right 
direction Uurljg the remaining years oi 
his administration.
